As all of you know, the Scouting Movement was started by Lord Baden Powell in 1907 by 
holding an experimental camp in Brown Sea Island and thereafter it spread to other parts of 
the world. It came to India in 1909. Scout Troops were formed in different parts in India under 
the local leadership. Since then the scouting movement has grown continuously all over the 
country. The Indian Scout movement has its own history. The Hindustan Scout Association and 
the Indian Boy Scout Association were two major Scout Associations which amalgamated to 
form one Scout Organisation in the country and was considered one of the biggest 
achievements in the history of Scouting in the pre-Independence era. 

The Hindustan Scout Association was formed in 1938 and grew in popularity over the 
years. It organized a Grand Scout Mela in Karachi in 1946 in which | had the privilege to 
attend as a participant among other scouts from India. The scouting movement had the 
blessings of great luminaries like the Father of our Nation Mahatma Gandhi, Pandit Jawahar 
Lal Nehru, Dr. Rajendra Prasad, Moulana Abul Kalam Azad, Dr. Hridaya Nath Kunzru, Pandit 
Sri Ram Bajpai, to name a few. | am happy to have been associated with this great movement 
throughout my life following the dictum ‘Once a Scout, Always a Scout’.

Scout and Guide must be understood not merely as a learning of a few skills and 
accumulating of badges but as enrichment of life skills through proper understanding and 
awareness of the social and national needs. Scouting is not a mere membership in an 
organization but a commitment to uphold truthfulness and dignity in one’s own life.

He was so appreciative of the 
efforts of the movement that he announced an annual grant of One Crore Rupees from the 
Government of India for taking forward this movement.

\\ WORLD SCOUTING & GUIDING 


Scouting was officially presented to the world by the founder 
\ Lord Baden Powell in 1907 after the Brownsea Island Camp in 
_ \ August. But it was long before that B.P had been experimenting 
| with Scout ideas in his army career. B.P joined 13 Hussars 
“ Regiment in Lucknow in December 1876 at the age of 19 years. He rose to bea 
/ Captain in 1883. He trained his Soldiers in a different way in small patrols, used 
games and competitions, journeys etc. In 1884 he published his book 
“Reconnaissance and Scouting”. It was a force shadow of Scouting. After his 
expedition in Zulu Wars and spying expedition in 1899, B.P. enunciated his methods and 
experiences in his book “Aids to Scouting”. This book became popular not only in the army but 
with teachers also who tried it with their students. Thus Scouting was actually born much 
before the Brownsea Camp. 

In 1899, Baden Powell held out at Mafeking 217 days siege in Boer war in Africa. Here 
he used the services of Boys to carry messages and other tasks which proved that the boys 
were very responsible when entrusted with specific responsibilities. 

It was in 1907, that B.P held a Camp of Boys at Brownsea Island to actually to test his 
method. This resulted in publishing of “Scouting for Boys” in six parts serial. This was the 
Official beginning of Scouting. Soon Scouting spread throughout the World. 

The Girl Guide Movement was started during the year 1910. 

“Scouting for Boys” turned that dream into reality for at least a few girls in 
1908 when the Scouts held their first big Rally at the Crystal Palace in 1909 when 
the eleven “Girl Scouts” turned up and demanded to be inspected by Baden 
Powell. He had to do something about them. He could not allow them to be 
Scouts. He decided to organise them into a Sister Movement which he called 
“Girls Scouts” and he asked his sister Agnes Baden Powell to run it. A few years 
later Lady Baden Powell became “Chief Guide” in 1918 and the “World Chief 
Guide” in 1930. 

There are more than 280 Million Scouts/Guides. Young People and Adults, Male and 
Female, in 216 Countries and Territories throughout the World. There are 154 Countries with 
Internationally Recognized National Organizations by the world Bureau

Soon after the publication of the famous book “Scouting for Boys” by Baden- 
Powell in 1908, attempts were made to bring the benefits of scouting to India. In our 
own state Bangalore takes the place of pride as being amongst the earliest along with 
Kirkee and Jabbalpur, where these Troops Started by 1909. But these Troops were 
open only to European and Anglo-Indian Boys. 

When Scouting was making rapid progress among European and Anglo- 
‘esp Indian Children, a move was initiated by Dr. Annie Besant, Dr. G.S. Arundale 
! and other Indian Leaders who foresaw the need of Scouting for the benefit of 
Ae f Indian Boys too. Dr. Annie Besant Inaugurated the Indian Boys Scout 

~“ Association in South during the year 1916. 

Dr. S. Arundale became the first scout master for Indian Boys. The first big 
gathering of Boys Scouts was held on 1st october 1916 under the famed Banyan Tree 
in Adyar at Madras. 

The Seva Samiti Scout Association was founded by late Pandit Madan Mohan 
Malaviya with Pandit. Hriday Nath Kunzru, Sri Ram Bajpai in the north in 
1919. In 1938, owing to the intense wave of nationalism which spread

After India attained Indedpence in August 1947, When all the differences that 
existed previously between the different Associations disappeared, the 
Government of India thought it fit to have only a single national organisation for 
‘We; both boys and girls and decided to bring about a merger of all Scouts and Guides 

™\ Associations. Sri Maulana Abul Kalam Azad, the then Minister for Education, 
Government of India extended full support for the merger under the guidance of 
the then Prime Minister of India Pandit Jawharlal Nehru. The Boy Scouts Associations 
in India and the Hindstan Scout Association merged together on the 7th November 
1950 and later the Girl Guide Association in India also joined the main stream on the 
15th Aug 1951. 

The Bharat Scouts and Guides organisation is now the only Association in India 
recognised by The Government of India, The State Goverments are catering for the 


training needs for Boys and Girls. 
The Girl Guide Movement in India was started at Jabalpur (M.P) Where a company 


was formed in 1911. The first Company was opened by Dr. Cullen. After 1911, the Girl 
Guide movement Spread to other parts of the Country. Indian Guide Companies were 


also formed and the girls were called sister Guides. 


The inception of the movement and its rapid growth was largerly due to the 
patronage extended to it by the then Maharaja of Mysore His Highness Sri Krishnaraja 
Wodiayar as Patron. In Mysore state the movement was started as early as in 1917 


through the inspiring lead given by the Yuvaraja Sri Kanteerava 
Narasimharaja Wodeyar Bahadur as the Chief Scout of Mysore 


The Government of Mysore issued Government order dated the 
23rd October 1917, directing that Scouting be started in the schools in 
all the Districts of the State. The Boy Scouts was Introduced as early as 
1917 at KGE the gold mines town, which was known as “little 
England”. It later spread to Bellary and Mangalore, which were in the 
: erstwhile Madras Province and Dharwad in the Old Bombay Province 
and to\Mysore, Shimoga and other cities. The Girl Guides of Mysore,

, The Key Note address Presented by DR. ARTHUR A. ScHuck 
Chief Scout, Boy Scouts of America at the 17th International Scout Conference 
held in Delhi in 1959 


CIVILIZATION s progress in each 
generation has been directly related to the 
training of boys. Sometimes this training 
has been such as to contribute to progress, 
peace, happiness and advancement of 
mankind. At other times the training of 
youth has had a negative effect and led to 
war, selfish domination and slavery. 


Our World of today presents a great 
challenge to our adult generation 
everywhere. Through world brothe. — od, 
an unselfish interest in all peoples, the 
peaceful utilization of modern science and 
invention, we can achieve the fundamental 

objectives of civilized society, namely 
| freedom and happiness for all people. 


The programme of Scouting 
therefore, must be recognized as not just 
a good thing for boys but an essential 
programme in its relationship to the 
onward march of mankind. More progress 
has been made in seventy-five years in 
science and invention and in their 
potentialities in the interest of man than 
had been made in five thousand years, and 
yet the utilization of all of this progress for 
the future betterment of the world or for 
the actual destruction of civilization, as we 
know it, is dependent on today’s boys of 
the World. 


Let us appraise the qualities of our 


youth, Let me give you two quotations: 


I. “ Our youth now love luxury. 
They have bad manners, contempt for 
authority, disrespect for older people. 
Children nowadays are tyrants: They no 
longer rise when their elders enter the 
room. They contradict their parents, 
chatter before company, gobble their food, 
and tyrannize their teachers.” 


2. “* We are living in a decadent age. 
Youth is corrupt. Age-old truths are 
doubted. The signs forecast an early 
destruction of the world.” 


Does this sound to you like a 
description of the youth of today ? 


Let me advise you that the first 
quotation is from Sacrates, who lived in 
Athens in the fifth century before Christ. 
The second quotation is from an Egyptian 
tomb dated 2,000 B.C. or approximately 
4,000 years ago. 


Today, even as was the case in those 
two instances many years ago, there are 
those who bitterly criticize the youth of our 
generation. From much personal study and 
contact, [ have come to the conclusion that 
the majority of the youth of my country 
today is better and finer, has higher ideals 


and more purposeful objectives, than the 


youth of preceding generations. I believe 


that the majority of them, in spite of the 
difficulties of the modern world in which 


they live, have an intense interest in 


ES 


making a better world and in bringing 


happiness and freedom to all mankind. 


If we are to be successful in training 
boys, we must understand boy nature and 
have confidence in them. If I were an 
artist and would paint on a screen a 
picture of a boy as I see him, it would 
have to be a painting that would depict a 
bright-eyed, cheerful, alert lad in whose 
eyes you would see the light of anticipation 
and adventure. But I would have to be 
such a fine artist that I would open the 
windows of his soul, and you, peering 
therein would see that which is as plastic 
as the clay used by a sculptor in moulding 
a figure, wherein every thought, every deed 
and every action leaves an indelible 
impression. You would see that ideas and 
ideals thrust upon him from our adult 
world were forming the man-to-be. This is 
the picture of one boy, en masse it is the 
destiny of our respective countries and the 
world. In the development of this boy 
physically, mentally, morally, and 
spiritually, we must recognize that boys 
differ at various age levels and we must 
meet the need of each age level. 


All that we do in Scouting is an 
investment of faith in the principle that a 
knowing leader, by using a unique method 
to achieve a high purpose, can make a 
significant difference in the kind of man a 
boy will become. But this only happens 
when the leader fully understands the 
nature of the boy and the real purpose of 


Scouting. 


The uniqueness of our Scouting 
programme stems from the fact that it has 
heen carefully designed to help boys 
develop a system of principles and moral 


A A TE ER 


values. We measure each programme 
method by the degree to which it might 
help to accomplish an element of our 
purpose. But this process of influencing 
character through Scouting must be 
tailored to the nature of the boy at 
different age levels. At the ages of 8, 9 and 
10, the boy lives much of the time in a 
special world of imagination all his own. 
This is a difficult world for adults to 
understand, and even more difficult for adults 
to enter. This presents an element of conflict 
for the boy too, because he is forced to live 
a portion of his young life in our very adult 
world. This is not designed to appeal to a 
young fellow whose natural tendencies are 
quite different. Thus at this young age there 
is a very real chasm of misunderstanding 
between the boy and the adult who lives and 
works with him. Our objectives are so 
different that we can only hope to reach our 
adult purpose by bridging this chasm. 


Our best bridge to the boy of 8, 9 and 
10 is to share his imaginative world with him. 
This is the reason why there 1s a common 
quality in all our Cubbing programmes. 
Regardless of minor differences in method, 
our programmes are built around highly 
imaginative activity. By sharing in his 
imagination, we show him we understand 
him. Whether he is a Mowgli or a knight in 
cardboard armour, we are there enjoying it 
with him, using it as a bridge to his interest 
and as a means of helping him to understand 
Scouting’s ideals. 


But boys change rapidly, and within the 
span of a few short years the boy has grown 
to be less dependent upon his own 
imagination. At 11, 12 and 13 it is less natural 
for him to pretend that he is a knight than for 


him to pretend that he is a boy a little older. 
However, once in a while, he can be 
discovered looking nostalgically back over his 
_ shoulder at the antics of his younger Scouting, 
in the same sense that a dad might watch his 
son playing with an electric train. This young 
fellow is in transition. He is making a real 
effort to move away from the imaginative 
young Cub he once was, to the more realistic 
young Scout he is expected to become. 


While the boy of 11, 12 and 13 still has 
some strong individualistic urges, he has now 
become much more skilful in the give and 
take of everyday life. He is really beginning 
to realize that a successful and satisfying life 
is a composite of one’s own wishes and 
desires and those of boys and adults arvind 
him. Through Scouting we encourage the 
development of this understanding through the 
Patrol method. In this climate of living and 
working together, the rough edges wear off, 
without destroying the boy’s opportunity to 
have his own opinions and stand up for them. 


Then come the wonderful, but often 
confusing, years of 14 and above. The boy 
has moved from “ Let’s pretend,” to 
“Lets do”, and to “ What are your plans 
for the future ?” While in Cubbing the 
adult uses highly imaginative activity for 
influencing character, and in Scouting he 
uses skills to build self-reliance and other 
character outcomes, now adult and boy 
objectives merge. This young fellows 
deepest urge is to be adult-like and to plan 
for the future, and this ts also the adults 
objective for him. So now we build our 
programme around his own deep interest 
in the man he is rapidly becoming. We 
help him to plan and explore his immediate 
future. We help him to further test his 


leadership skiils by giving him an 
increased opportunity for leadership. Now 
his sense of importance is gained mainly 
from learning and using adult-like skills. 
To him there is nothing so satisfying as to 
be treated by another adult as though he 
himself were an adult. 


Many adults feel that the boy of 14 
and above is in revolt against his elders 
and that he does not respect his parents. 
A recent study we have made shows 
conclusively that he has deep respect for 
his parents and that he recognizes his need 
for adult guidance. If there is an 
appearance of revolt, it is because the 
young man knows he must learn to stand 
on his own two feet. If there is any revolt 
involved it is against the comparatively 
few adults who fail to understand this boys 
need to begin to act the role of emerging 
manhood. It is with this in mind that we 
give leadership and guidance .to older boys 
more on a basis of becoming their co- 
workers. This makes our influence and 
leadership no less effective and far more 


desirable. 


So it is that we succeed in 
influencing the character of the boy only 
when we understand his basic urges and 
needs. We must help our leaders to become 
better and better informed in this. Our 
own knowledge, programme, content, and 
method must keep pace with his changing 
needs. Our goal is to help him build a scale 
of values, recognizing that in the 
beginning he is far less interested in this 
objective than in the later years of his 
Scouting experience. If we are effective in 
this, we are not only building better boys, 


hut we are building a better world. 


What kind of a world will the world 
of tomorrow be ? As youth marches 
through our adult world daily, they select 
the material that we have made attractive 
with which to build the world of tomorrow. 
What we make acceptable to youth today 
determines the world of tomorrow. We 
must determine to make available that 
which will contribute to a world of 
happiness for all, freedom for all, and 
peace for all. To accomplish this objective, 
we must think big ; we must recognize 
that the Troop is a unit whose size makes 
possible the development of the individual 
boy, but we must also recognize that our 
planning should be such as to organize 
enough units to reach every possible 
available boy. To influence the future and 
the destiny of the world through Scouting 
requires an adequate number of boys in 
every Nation being trained through 
Scouting. 


No previous generation of adults 
has had any greater responsibility or 
greater opportunity. Youth everywhere is 
demonstrating, on the one hand, their 
desire for growth and development and, on 
the other hand, their desire to receive 
qualified leadership to guide them. 


To summarize, to serve youth we 
must understand youth. Our programme 
must be related to high purposes. Our 
objectives must be based on reaching an 
adequate number of boys in every nation 
with a programme of such quality as will 
insure national ideals predicated on honour 
and integrity, a keen desire for peace, but 
an equally strong determination to 
preserve, protect and enrich the freedom of 
the individual, of the nations, and of the 
world. 


We must develop the people of our 
nations to be physically strong, mentally 
awake, and morally straight. We must 
create a world wherein humanity, 
spiritually motivated, loyal to their own 
religious convictions, and yet with a 
respect for the convictions of others, make 
Gods will effective among men and thus 
guarantee human rights and freedom of 
man, cooperative brotherhood, and 


increasing happiness in living for all.

SCOUTS AND GUIDES are 
recognized by their exclusive uniforms, 
their characteristic pursuits and activities, 
and their ideals. They adopt a way of life 
indicated by the Scout Law; and their 
determination to pursue the path of 
purposeful living is indicated by their 
Promise. The uniform helps one to tell a 
Scout or Guide, but more than that the 
character traits which they develop mark 
them out from the rest of the crowd. 
Honest and dependable, Scouts and Guides 
are loyal to God and to their country. They 
feel it their sacred duty to be of help to 
others at al! times. They develop a sense 
of brotherhood and kinship with all and 
particularly with those who are pursuing 
the Scout Ideal. They are courteous and 
kind in their speech and action, ready to 
give obedience where obedience is due, 
thrifty with their time and money, and 
equally careful of the time, money and 
property of others. They are trained to face 
difficulties and dangers with a brave heart 
and a smile on the face, and are thoroughly 


clean in thought, word and deed. 


Scout training and Guide training 
are both self-training. The boys and the 
girls have to go forward on their own 
steam. They are guided by adults, who 
help them to get a vision of all that is to 
he, but the freedom of the city of Scouting 


or Guiding is not given, it has to be taken 
by the boys and the girls themselves. The 
ground ahead is marked out with a special 
badge here and another there. These are 
laid out at intervals on the road towards 
perfection, towards efficiency. It is for the 
Scout and the Guide to march along, 
impelled by their own desire. And as they 
reach these successive stages of efficiency 
they are decorated with badges which have 
so much meaning, and which indicate the 
degree of Scout Perfection attained by 
them as individuals. 


Side by side with the winning of 
badges, Scouts and Guides are engaged in 
the great task of building up their 
character, brick by brick. Life in the Troop 
or the Company, with its members divided 
into small groups called Patrols, and with 
full responsibility on themselves for the 
promotion of common well-being, enables 
the boys and girls, without their knowing 
it, to develop traits of character such as 
will build them up into good men and 
women and stand them in good stead when 
they grow into and accept the position of 
responsible citizens of the country. The 
Patrol System, as the method of Troop and 
Company administration is called, 
furnishes them opportunities, as nothing 
else can, for building up qualities like 


leadership, initiative, co-operativeness, 


concern for common well-being, executive 
ability, dependability, self-confidence, and 
selflessness. 


Scouts and Guides are easily 
recognised everywhere by the perpetual 
smile on their faces and by the ever- 
obvious concern they show for the comfort 
and convenience of others. They are 
always ready to serve, and throughout the 
day they are on the lookout for 
opportunities to do their Good Turns, little 
unremembered acts of love, or big, brave, 
bold deeds in the service of their 
fellowmen. To do their Good Turn every 
day is a sacred duty Scouts and Guides 
have placed on themselves, and they do 
not do just one a day, but as many as 
opportunities allow. To bring sunshine into 
the lives of the people at large, to wipe the 
tear that flows down the cheek of the 
helpless and the forsaken, these they count 
as their sacred mission in life. To be tie 
little friend-of-all-the-world is their highest 
ambition, and they are that, judged by all 
standards. 


The structure of the movement and 
indeed its life and progress, depend on the 
honorary work of the millions of adult 
workers. Without any reward, 
encouragement or remuneration other than 
the spiritual satisfaction they derive, they 
carry on this sacred task of supreme 
national importance, and devote to it all 
their spare time and money, and all the 
skill and genius they possess. These men 
and women have put their shoulders to the 


great wheel of nation- building, and many 
of them have made immense sacrifices in 
doing so. Their faith in the value and 
purpose of Scouting and Guiding makes 
them take to the great game with all the 
zest they are capable of, and they plunge 
headlong into it and find delight and 
satisfaction in playing it with the boys or 
girls as the case may be, and playing it 
they help to build future citizens worthy of 
the great traditions of our Motherland. 


All this national service comes to the 
nation without much of a burden to the 
national exchequer. Aids do come to the 
movement from Government funds, but 
they are small. They cannot be compared 
to what voluntary workers in their 
thousands who are putting into it in the 
shape of time and money, energy and skill. 
There are millions and millions of stalwarts 
who as Scoutmasters or Guide Captains or 
Commissioners of different ranks, or in 
other capacities, do a substantial job of 
national significance. Reckoned in terms of 
money —if love and earnestness can be 
calculated and estimated in terms of the 
currency of the country—the services of 
these great-minded national workers would 
far exceed the total financial outlay on all 
aspects of any Five-Year Plan. 


Scouting and Guiding are Long-Term 
Plans of great national significance.

DinizuLu’s NECKLACE 


THOSE Woop BaAapGE BEADS 


Two WOooDEN beads given in 
recognition for completion of one of 
Scouting s greatest training experiences 
have a story behind them. In the fall of 
1919, Sir Robert Baden-Powell, Scouting s 
founder, held the first training course for 
Scoutmasters at Gilwell Park, near 
London. The land had just been given to 
the British Boy Scouts by a Scottish district 


commissioner, W.F. deBois Maclaren. 


Ninteen men had completed 
Scouting s first 
leader training. 
What should they 
be given as a 
token of having 
finished their 
training camp? 
Rummaging 
among his old 
army trophies 
and souvenirs for 
a suggestion, B-P 
pulled out a 
necklace, about 
I2 feet long, 
consisting of a 
thousand or 
more wooden 
beads strung on 


a rawhide lace. 


The nceklace had belonged to an 
African King. Dinizulu, King of the Zulus. 
B-P had found it in 1888 in the Ceza bush 
while attempting to capture the fleeing 
ruler. The bead necklace was a distinction 
conferred on royalty and outstanding 


Warriors. 


Searching further among his 
memorabilia, the former army leader came 
across a simple leather thong given him by 
an elderly African who, finding him in a 
depressed mood during the siege of 
mafeking, insisted he accept the leather — 
thong. “My 
mother gave it 
to me for luck”, 
he had said. 
“Now it will 
bring you luck”, 
he promised, 
pressing the 
thong into B-P'S 
hand.

Members 
of the training team wear three or four 
beads. The camp Chief at Gilwell wears 
six of the original beads. Recently, the 
family of Dinizulu’s late son asked W! ‘her 
the necklace could be returned tu the 
family. When they were told how the 


beads had been used, they were more than 


Now the s.ory comes full circle. The 
present Paramount Chief of the Zulu 
Cyprian Bhekuzulu Nyangaziwe, the 
grandson of Dinizulu, took the Scout 
Promise in September 1969 hefore a 
gathering of thousands of Zulu Scouts at 
the Zulu Royal Krsal, near Nungoma in 
Zululand. The 42 year-old chief is himself 


serving boy-hood through Scouting. 


In 1967 European Rover Scouts in 
Natal and Zulu Scouts from Natal troops 
made four authentic reproductions -after 
much research. One of them was presented 
to the chief Scout Executive of the Boy 
Scouts of America as a token of friendship 
at the 12th World Jamboree in Idaho.

As Scouting was started in Europe in 1907 by Baden Powell, it was spread in so many countries 
along with India. Though it could not start in 1907 but in the successing year 1908 it was started in India 
and in 1909 Captain Tod, British Officer started his unit at Kharaki, Pune and it was registered with 
Imperial Headquarters, London. Meanwhile there were two units with Boy Scout Association and 
parallel Association called Hindustan Scouts. Though in these years Scouting was centralized in 
Metropolitan cities of Maharashtra like Mumbai, Pune, Nagpur, Kolhapur, Pune unit was organized by 
Military Officers, Nagpur unit was organize by local leaders, Mumbai unit was organized by Parsi and 
Sindhi communities and in Kolhapur it was sponsored by Chhatrapati Shahu Maharaj of Kolhapur. 


When India got independence, few Stalwarts in Scouting came together and they started process of 
amalgamation. On 7th November 1950, all the smaller groups of different Associations amalgamated and 
The Bharat Scouts and Guides came into existance. 


In 1970 there was National Jamboree in Mumbai and still Jamboree Ground of that time is famous 
and called as Jamboree Maidan. 


When Govt. of Maharashtra thought about Scouting activity which is character building activity, a 
renowned educationalist and Education Minister of that time, Shri. Madhukarrao Choudhari offered 
Scouting as optional subject in New Education Policy i.e. 10+2+3 along with financial provision 
offered to Maharashtra State Bharat Scouts & Guides Associations. 


The New Education Policy was started in 1972 and onwards Govt. offered finance for District and 
State professional workers as per revenue Dists. In every District 1 District Organiser, 1 Clerk, 1 Peon 
posts were created. Maharashtra State started functioning in schools with Scouting and Guiding activity 
as optional subject in schools for 8th to 10th Std. 

In 1975 Maharashtra State organized a State function called "Join in Jamborete" after Faridabad 
Jamboree which was held in 1974. 

In 1986 Ist State Rally was organized at Akola which was followed by 2nd State Rally at Latur in 
2002 celebrating Golden Jubilee year of Scouting. 

Maharashtra State has participated in all National level functions connected with Centenary of 
Scouting i.e. Kolkatta Jamboree, Delhi Jamboree, Ahmedabad Jamboree with quality and biggest 
quantity.

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A Short History of Scouts/Guides movement in Assam 
-N.C. Pegu

After formation of Bangalee Boy Scout Association in Calcutta in 1914 Scout troop Sprang up 
sporadically in Assam also by the end of 1916. But no such authentic documents are available, about who 
were the pioneers of the Scouting movement in Assam. Mr. G. A. Small who was the Inspector of Schools 
for upper Assam from 1918 to 1920, Head Quarter at Jorhat and Sarat Chandra Goswami Asstt. Inspector 
of schools, Lower Assam took initiative for revamping the Scout movement in Assam. They deputed 
some teachers to undergo Scout Master Training at Calcutta. A fier Completion of Scout Master training, 
the trained teachers had organised Scout troops in their respective Schools. Anna Ram Boruah organised 
Scout troop at Cotton Collegiate High School, Guwahati in 1922, where veteren Scouter of Assam, Late 
Rameswar Kalita was trained up in the same year. Another veteren scouter of Assam Late Kamakhya Nath 
Thakur opened Scout Troop in Didrugarh Govt High School. Scout Troop was also opened at Sibsagar 
High School by Late Bhabadhar Thakur and the 3“ Chief Minister of AssamJBimala Prasad Chaliha was a 
Scouter of Sibsagar High School. During that time the pioneers of the Seout movement in Assam were 
Education officers Mr. G.A. Small, Sarat Chandra Goswami and some other Head Masters and teachers 
such as Satish Chandra Roy, Saifuddin Ahmed, Bharat Ch. Chaliha, Jahiruddui Ahmed, Indreswar 
Barthakur, Md Atowar Rahman, Kamini Sanna, Anna Ram Boruah Radha Kt. Das etc. Besides Scout 
Master training, Rameswar Kalita and Bimala Prasad Chaliha attended the Cub-Master training also. 


The poineers of the scout movement in Assam had left no stone unturned for revamping the scout 
movement in-Assam and as aresultthismo: —_ :ent had spread over in different districts of Assam in 1936. But 
it was very small in number. It is worth meniioning here that the viceroy of India was the Chief Scout of India 
and the Governor of Province was the chief of his respective Province. The first Chief Scout of Assam 
Province was Sir Robert Neil Reid and he was in the post from 1936-1942. The Head Quarter office Building 
at Guwahati was inaugurated by Sir Robert Nell Reid the then Governor of Assam in 1936. Professor Radha 
Kanta Das run Rover crew in Cotton College Guwahati Panbazar with the help of Kamakhya Nath Thakur. In 
the mean time Rameswar Kalita joined in the Rover crew in Earl Low College Guwahati 1932, In 1933 
Rameswar Kalita joined as Asstt Teacher and as Scout Master in P.C Institute Gauripur, Dhubri. He ran Scout 
Troop with 32 boys and Cub- pack with 18 boys in P.C. Institute. He also attended Scout Master training 
Course at Dhskurta, Calcutta. 

Kumar Prakitish Boruah was the first Scout from Assam who was a participant in the 7” world Jamboree 
in Holland in 1937 and he also took H.W.B. training at International Trainings centre Gilwell park, London. 

First All Assam Jamboree was held at Shillong polo ground in 1936. Shillong now the capital of 
Maghalaya was the Capital of Assam up to 1973. Most of the Scouts of Lower Assam, upper Assam and 
surma valley joined in this Jamboree. The year 1937 was a si entficant year 1n the history of Assam. Scout. 
Kamakhya Nath Thakur earned Medal of merit and bar of the Medal of merit in 1937 and Long Service 
Award in 1939 and in 1940 he earned Silver Star. Second All Assam scout Jamboree was held at Shillong in 
1941. On the 7” Nov, 1950 all Boys Scouts Associations, Girls Association and I industan Association of India 
din the name of "Bharat Scouts and Guides" of Indian union, Therefore the T Nov. is 
observed as foundation day of Bharat Scoots and Guides in Indian union. First H.W.B. ] rie Bes was 
conducted at Manikameswar state Training centre of Assam under the guidance of Kamakhya Nath Thakur 
and Rameswar Kalita. It is worth mentioning here that the then Hon'ble Governor ot Assam Joy Ram Das 
Daulat Ram, the then H.E Chief Minister of Assam Late Bishnu Ram Medhi and Hon ble f sducation ‘ipa 
of Assam Late Amiya Kumar Das were invited to visit the camp and all the above di Bnatenes wars pleased to 
visit the camp and took meal with the trainees at Manikaneswar Training: camp: ARS this coining si 
standard of Adult Leader Trainer improved, Vetern scouter Kamakhya Nath lute as appornted as state 
Training Commissioner of Assam. He had continued in the post up to his last day of life. 
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The State Training Commissioner Kamakhya Nath Thakur conducted first Commissioner Basic 
course at State Training centre Manikarneswar Noth Guwahati in 1957. in order to give first hand 
knowledge of scouting to all the Heads of the Education Department of Assam, where the then Director of 
public Instruction Hrideyd Chandra Bhuyan, Suresh Chandra Rajkhowa, Gopal Chandra sarma Boruah, 
Prasanna Goswami and some other Inspector of Schools attended the course. After 1957 massive training 
Programmes were conducted such as 7 Commissioner Basic Course, 32 No. of Adult Leader Training 
Course and 27 No. of Patrol Leader Training Course, where 300 officers including Head Master, 
Principal of High & Higher secondary schools 1000 teachers and 13,000 Scouts attended those courses. 

Third All Assam Scouts &Guides Jamboree was held at Misa, Nagaon in 1975. First state level 
CubBulbul Utsav was held at Guwahati in 1977, where 800 Cub/Bulbul participated in the utsav. First 
state Rally was held at Golaghat in 1966 and 2nd state Rally was held at Jorhat on September 2005. 

In the year 2000, the importance of Scouts and Guides Training for all Categories of Students of 
schools and college was felt by the Govt. of Assam, Education Department. So, after thread bare 
discussion on the matter, it was decided by the Govt. of Assam Education Depart to expand the 
Scouts/Guides movement to all the institution of entire Assam. Accordingly in 2002, the Govt of Assam 
Education Department issued notification vide order No. B (3) S. 162/97/190 Dtd. 07-01-2002, making 
the Scout/Guide training Compulsory for all categories of students of schools and colleges, in the state, 

The concerned Directors of Education Department and the Secretary, Board of Secondary Education 
Assam, issued instructions to the field officers of Education Department and Schools and Colleges 
respectively. 

But the Progress has not been achieved as to our expectation. Now, we have prepared number of plans 
and programmes such as sensitisation programme for all the Heads of Institutions and Monitoring and 
supervision programme etc. for revamping the Scouts/Guides movement in Assam. It is to be mentioned 
here that till 2002, the enrolled number of students in Scouts & Guides movement in Assam were not 
more then 6,000 in the eatire state, but during the rest of years up to 2008-09, it has been increased up to 
15,000. In the mean time we propose to train up and open at least 2 troops in each school and college. 

With two Troops in each school and college there will be only 64 students with regular courses and 
hence some provisions have been made to give minimum knowledge of Scout/Guide training to all the 
rest of students of each institution through a syllabus of moral education in the spirit of Bharat Scouts & 
Guides, prepared for the purpose. The present His Excellency the Governor of Assam, and the President 
of the State Council Sri Shiv Charan Mathur has high expection upon Scouts/Guides training for new 
generation students, which only can help in developing good moral character of the children to be a good 
citizens. Now, it is expected that the Scouts/Guide- ‘ ,0vement in Assam will take a new turn and through 
this movement peaceful and congenial situation will be restored in near future. 

So to fulfil our vision in expanding Scouts/Guides training to the new generation students of all 
categories of institutions, we are Collecting suggestions, views and advice from different corners of the 
people of Assam. Besides these a powerful Advisory Body has been constituted as follows with the prior 
approval of His Excellency, the Governor ofAssam. _

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A Bird's Eye View On 
Northern Railway Bharat Scout & Guides 


In the older days a few British Officers of Railways in India took the initiative to introduce 
Scouting amongst the Railway Employees. On the North Western Railway, Scouting was adopted in 
1926 for the physical & moral development of Railway Employees and their families. This 
organization became functional as a Division working under the Boy Scout Association of Delhi State. 
Similarly GIF Railways, also set up Unit in Bombay. Some of the other Railways were followed the 
suit and other sporadic groups when formed were associated with the branches of Boy Scout 
Association belonging to the States in which these groups were located. The Scouting - Guiding 
activities were not adopted on any significant scale in GIF Railways till 1942 and there is not much 


evidence of any appreciable activity. 


In post - independence era, the q_tion of promoting the movement on Indian Railways, ina 
more organized way was taken up. This issue received added importance with the nationalization ofall 
Indian Railways and their re-organisation on Zonal basis involving merger of privately owned 
Railways. To start with 07 Zones were created. The Northern, The Southern, The Eastern, The Western, 
The Central, The South Eastern and the North Eastern. The North Eastern Railway was later divided in 
to two and North East Frontier Railway was created and by re-organising the Central and Southern ° 


Railways, anew zone called the South Central was created. 


Shri S. L. Kumar, Director of RDSO was appointed at Railway Board's level to deal with matter 


at all India level with National Headquarters. When a formal application was made to the newly formed 


The Bharat Scouts & Guides requesting them to permit these Railways to form their own State 


Headquarters and to affiliate them directly with National Headquarters, an Interim Council in its 


meeting held on 3" May, 1953 resolved that Indian Railways be allowed to form State 


Associations as a branch of the Bharat Scouts & Guides in each of the Railway Zones on conditions 


similar to other Associations. Accordingly, Northern Railway was the first Zonal Organisation 


which formed its State Association and got itself affiliated directly to the National Headquarters 


of The Bharat Scouts & Guides.

In 1948-49, The Eastern Punjab Railway Boy Scout Association affiliated to Eastern Punjab 
Scouts Association. After the emergence of the Bharat Scouts & Guides, The Eastern Punjab Railway 
Boy Scouts Association was accordingly renamed as Eastern Punjab Railway Branch of "The Bharat 
Scouts & Guides, Punjab State" at a ceremony held at Delhi on 13" May, 1951 when the Scout Flag was 
lowered and the new Flag was hoisted by the then President Shri Dayanand, CAOR of East Punjab 
Railway. With the regrouping of Railways the old Eastern Punjab Railway Association was 
consequently reorganized as NORTHERN RAILWAY State Association. Initially Northern Railway 
Association was affiliated to Punjab State, but because of extension of Northern Railway over half a 
dozen States, it became essential to bring the Association to the level of a State with direct affiliation to 
National Headquarters of The Bharat Scouts & Guides. It was on 14" August, 1953 that the 
notification was issued stating that the Northern Railway Bharat Scouts & Guides hither to 
functioning as a Divisional Association of Punjab State, had been formed in to a State 


Association. 


Northern Railway was granted the status of a State by The Bharat Scouts & Guides's 
National Headquarters vide it's Chater No. 23 dated 24 December, 1953. In the beginning it had 
02 Districts. Now it has grown up to 15 Districts. 


Since then, Northern Railway Bharat Scouts & Guides is working with great devotion & 
dedication the development of Scouting - Guiding activities and for the upliftment of weaker sections of 
the society as a whole. It is an organization which is rendering yeomen services to the nation in 
developing the younger generation to mobilize the ~~ lues discipline, devotion to duty and commitment 


to the cause of community. 


Indian Railway have been an integral part of the Scouts & Guides Movement in the country since 
the formation of Bharat Scouts & Guides as a unified joint organization of Scouts & Guides on 7" 
November, 1950 and Northern Railway Bharat Scouts & Guides have played a prominent part in all the 
Scouting / Guiding activities at various levels. Our contribution in the Community Development 
Programmes through 15 Districts spread all over Northern Railway has been specially commendable and 
we have succeded in bringing about greater cohesion and involvement of Railway Staff and their families 
towards the efficiency and discipline in the organization as also the development of talent and skills of the 


Children of Railway employees who have been involved in Scouting & Guiding. 


Scouting and Guiding in Dethi 


The Scouting and Guiding in Delhi steps u p in prior days of Independence of Indian Republic in the 
year 1947. The development of Scouts and Guides movement in India is nota chronological sequence of 
events. | 


In Delhi, the scouting-guiding began prior to independence and the activities were run by the Boys 
scout Association of India, Hindustan Scouts Association and Sewa Samiti. . 


Prior to the formation of single national organization after independence various organizations did 


scouting guiding activities in Delhi and inculcate the spirit of service in the youth and children. 


The Hindustan Scout association was running its activities before independence and prior to 
merger under the kind control and dynamic leadership of Shri Radha Raman, the Provincial 
Commissioner of Delhi Province who becomes first state chief of Delhi State on formation of B.S.G. 
where as the activities of Boy Scout association of India, Delhi chapter was functioning from the Darya 
Ganj, Headquarters. The land/premises at Darya Ganj, New Delhi was allotted to the association in the 
year 1932 by the local authority to control, administer and manage the activities of Scouting Guiding in 
the Delhi State. Since the day of allotment of premises at Darya Ganj followed by merger of various 
organizations in single National Organization the Delhi State put many mile stones under the leadership 
of veterans of Delhi State Association which includes the name of Late Sh. Radha Raman, Ms Lakshmi 
Mazumdar, Mohd. Shafi Qureshi, the then Cabinet Minister and Ms. Vidya Ben Shah etc. 


Keeping in view the role and importance of Scouting Guiding and inclination of people of the city 
the appropriate govt. allotted a peace of land in the year 1941 for organizing its activities at Nizamuddin 
East, New Delhi. 

The piece of land allotted to Delhi State Association was surrounded by the greenery and situated in 
the heart of capital where many facilities were developed with the helr of State and Central Govts 
including the Prime Minister office at the time of celebration of birth centenary of first Prime Minister of 
India, Late Pt. Jawaharlal Nehru. The facilities Including the open Air Stadium, Baypai Memorial Hall, 
Radha Raman Hut, Swimming Pool, Panchmarhi Vatika and number of modules constructed by Ministry 


of HRD, Gov;. of India were used to accommodate Scouts-Guides, Children & Youth coming from 


various corners of the country and abroad.

Goa is a tiny State of India having a population of 13 lakhs and measuring 3407 Sq. Km. area. en 


is having 2 Revenue Districts-North Goa with Panaji as Headquarters and South Goa with Margao as 
Headquarters. 


Till December 19,1961, for about 450 years Goa was a Portuguese Colony and afer the liberation 


it became an Union Territory by name Goa Daman and Diu and became part and parcel of India. In 1987 
on 30° May Goa was declared a full fledged State of Union of India 


: Goa being a naturally beautiful place having the green hills bordered by vast sea-shores and unique 
mixed culture of East and West and also because of number of beautiful temples and mighty Churches, it 


has become a famous tourist place all over the world and Scouting has to play its role in welcoming all the 
visitors to Goa. 


Scouting in Goa has got a long history. It was when the Scouting was founded in the year 1907 in 
Brownsea Island by its Founder Lord Baden Powel, Scouting was established in one of the Schools in 
Goa namely Mater Dei Institute- Saligao arid therefore this Movement in Goa has completed equal 
number of years with the Movement in the world. 


At the same time under the Portuguese reign there was a similar type of Organisation in Goa having 
regular troop meetings, etc. for the young boys. It was named Moncidade de Portuguese. It may be 
because of this background in Goa that after liberation this Movement spread in nook and corners of Goa. 


The Goa State Association was established in the year 1964 under the membership of Bharat 
Scouts and Guides New Delhi. The year / 966 saw the visit of Lady Baden Powel to Goa which became an 
encouraging event for the spread of the Movement and the Government of Union Territory of Goa 
Daman & Diu looked at this Movement as a very important Movement for value education and decided to 
open groups in every School in the Territory and thus this Movement became a mass Movement in Goa. 


In the year 1975,10+2+3 pattern of education was adopted by the State of Goa and under this 
pattern at the Secondary level from Vth to XthStd Scouting was adopted as one of the compulsory subject 
by the Department of Education of Goa. This decision of the Government helped the Movement to 
involve a large number of students from Vth to XthStd to become Scouts and Guides. A large number of 
teachers got themselves trained as Scoutmasters and Guide captains. The regular camp, hikes started. 
And the Movement also grew qualitively. | 

Presently Goa State Association is having 8 Districts and about 200 Schools as the members of the 
State Association. 

There are about 658 trained Scoutmasters and Guidecaptains and among whom some have secured 
their H.W.B.

Yogi Nareyana was a great saint who lived about 170 years ago at a place called 
Kaiwara, about 70 kms from Bangalore. The Trust is named after this great saint. 
Yogi Nareyana Education Trust is registered as a non-profit organization in 
January 1988 by a few like minded retired Officers, Businessmen, a few 
Philanthropists and others. The main aim of the Trust is to provide assistance to 
poor children of Backward classes, with particular reference to the Balija community 
to appear for Competitive Examinations like IAS, KAS, etc. About 20 students have 
so far passed the IAS Preliminary examination, 7 passed the Main and 3 passed the 
Viva-Vocie. One was appointed to IFS and one boy and one girl to IAS. With the 
same coaching, 8 students passed the KAS examination and were appointed to Class 
I and II posts in the State Service. Since 1994, the Trust also provided coaching to I 
and II PUC students and for Common Entrance Test. More than 150 students have 
attended our CET coaching and about 80% of them have passed with high marks 
and obtained seats in Medical, Engineering and Dental Colleges. The Trust also 
conduct Job-oriented courses for poor children. 

The State Government has provided 20 guntas of land at KR Puram, Bangalore at 
highly subsidized rate where a school building is constructed. The Central Govt has 
given exemption under 80-G of the Income Tax Act for donations to the Trust. The 
Income to the Trust is only by donations, through Philanthropists. The Trust’s 
Governing Council meets every second Saturday of the month to transact business. 
All the Trustees are working in a honorary capacity from the inception of the Trust. 
The Karnataka Balija Sangha’s Federation was started on 26 January 1989 to 
bring all Balija Sanghas existing in Karnataka under one roof at Bangalore. It mainly 
co-ordinates between the activities of various Balija Sanghas for the betterment of 
Social, Cultural and other activities of the community. The Federation has started 
Sri.Yogi Nareyana Credit Co-operative Society Limited for helping Balija 
Community to get financial assistance at concessional rate of interest.
